GLEANINGS FROM THE PAST - PARISH AND DEANERY MAGAZINES by RUTH JOHNSON 
Dangers lurking in S/S Peter & Paul Church. In December, 1888, the largest of the bells in the Tower 
fell into the Ringing Chamber. Mercifully no one was hurt. The expense of re-hanging the bell was 
£6.10. which was donated by 16 parishioners. Sadly, the alms boxes were no safer from theft then 
than now. The offender in 1891 was sentenced to 6 months hard labour ( he had committed similar 
offences in Oxford). 

A sad accident occurred on October 8, 1891. “George Ell, as he went to chime the bells for Evensong, 
fell through a trap door in the belfry floor, not properly secured, into the Church beneath - a distance of 
some 30 feet. He was dreadfully injured and removed to the Horton Infirmary, where he is 
progressing most favourably.” 

On January 25, 1896, the Sexton was nearly suffocated by smoke and sulphur from the heating 
apparatus, which, “owing to the wind being in a particular direction”, did not act properly. He was 
found in the stoke hole, quite insensible, and it was some time before he could be brought round. (Ted 
Johnson inspected the stoke hole for many years when he was Church Warden and Churchyard 
mower. He now wonders whether ‘the wind being in a particular direction’ has left a lasting effect on 
him !)

“Of course this Deddington is much larger - ours has only about six houses, the inn, the chapel 
and an old jailhouse. The inn gets most of its custom from the outlying farms." Jim's Inn... was built 
in the 1830s and one of its most interesting features is a trap door in the bar where the locals used to 
hide the bush rangers (bandits). John Kelly, a convict posted to one of the farms nearby, and father 
of the notorious Ned Kelly , is reputed to have made the inn his local."

ON THE FARM 


May has been a difficult month, either too much rain or too much 
wind to be able to get on with much field work but most of the 
crop work is now up to date despite only being able to grab the odd day here and there. 
The grass has enjoyed the damp conditions and is growing well and we should be able to 
start selling some fat lambs before the end of the month. The grass paddocks which 
were used for lambing have now been ‘shut up’ for mowing but will need a spray for 
nettles and docks. The winter beans are just starting to flower and look well despite a 
bad start. They were ploughed in during November but it was too wet to cultivate the 
ground after planting so they have come through on the ‘stretch’ furrow. It will be a 
rough ride to do any spraying work to them so the tractor's first aid box will need some 
sea sickness pills added to it! The spring beans (tick beans) went in in near perfect 
conditions but were hit by the frosts at the start of the month and now seem to be 
struggling. The winter wheat is going well but this year we have had to spray for the 
worst infestation of wild oats for some 10 or 12 years. Just why this should be | don't 
know. It is well Known that wild oat seed can lie dormant in the soil for many years so 
perhaps we cultivated a bit deeper than usual and brought them up to the surface. 
Anyway it all helps to keep the chemical companies in profit. 

The bees seem to be getting along quite nicely with all but 2 of the new Queens well 
established. One was killed as soon as she was put into the new hive and the other 
flew off on her own, never to be seen again. Oh well, you can't win them all. 

The wild life has been very busy with their breeding seasons and all our norma! summer 
visitors have returned. The Swallows are nesting in the barns and a pair of Pied 
Wagtails has already brought off a brood from their nest inside the main beam of our 
plough. 2 pairs of Curlews have taken up residence on the meadows, as have a number 
of Mallard Ducks, one of which has a brood of 9 ducklings. With recent rain the river 
has flooded out the swans, so perhaps they will try again. GEORGE FENEMORE 338203

GARDENING NOTES 

Herbs again. I don't seem able to get my act together with herbs. 

The ones I use most, Parsley, Mint and Sage, are right at the far end 

of the garden. The curios like Savory and three different sorts of Thyme 
are near the kitchen door. What do you use Savory for anyway? Sensible gardeners make a pretty herb 
bed in an old wagon wheel or in herb pots right near the house and only have to put their hands out of a 
window to snip bits off. The only trouble with being tidy and logical about them is that some grow tall (I 
have a Lovage plant that grows to a height of over six feet) and some are bushy and spoil the design. 
Lavender, which is often included with herbs, gets woody and has to be replaced at regular intervals. So 
does Sage unless you want a Sage tree. But Parsley has a magic all of its own. Year after year I tried to 
get it to germinate. | tried soaking it overnight, pouring boiling water over the ground, singing to it, but 
no, it wouldn't oblige. Along came my helper, Paul, who sowed the stuff without fuss and I have had an 
abundance of Parsley ever since. Never mind, one of these years I'll crack the secret of that. 


The bedding plants are out now and we are all set for summer. Good gardening to you all.

THE WAY WE WERE Deddington 150 years ago by Buffy Heywood 


Extracis from ihe diaries of the Rev. Cotton Risley for April/May 1849: 

26th APRIL - J. Hopcraft came to bring me a King James's shilling dug up in the garden of the 
Brick Kiln rented by him of me. Widow Jarrett came to ask me to go and administer the 
sacrament to Widow Butler - | expressed my willingness to do so with Mr. Brogden’s 
permission. She went to him and returned stating that as Mr. Brogden was very poorly in bed 
he should be obliged if | would. In an hour afterwards | went and did so - the old woman 
was very giad to see me! 

27th APRIL - Our dearest Holford completed his I8th year today. May a kind providence 
watch over, guide and protect him for very many succeeding years. 

15th MAY - | saw Mr. Brogden in the street and asked him to walk down to the House which 
he did - and sat from one till four o'clock. We talked over the Clothing Fund, the coai 

house, and Schools ~ and parted with a certain understanding about the Clothing Fund, which 
was to remain in status quo, with this difference, the tickets to be given out once a year, 

and the subscriptions and deposits to be paid into the Savings Bank. 

I7th MAY - We left home by Bolton's coach for London, where we arrived safely at one 
o'clock at Hatchett's Hotel, and found Holford there waiting for us. : 
I9th MAY - The Queen heid a drawing room which was most fully attended - we walked up 
and down St. James's Street and saw the different equipages and personages going to and 
returning therefrom. After it was over about 5 o'clock as the Queen was returning from a 
private drive to Buckingham Palace she was shot at again by a miserable unemployed Irishman 
named Hamiiton - the pistol however was loaded with powder only - as it appeared on his 
being instantly taken into custody, examined and committed for trial. He was actuated by no 
political motive, but simply a love of notoriety - as was proved in evidence at the Home 
Office where he was taken. He was committed (not for treason) but under a recent Act of 
Parliament passed specially to meet such cases. In the evening we left London for Cheshunt 
(where Holford was living) on a visit to Mr. & Mrs. Bury. We left home at this time for a little 
change - the [9tm being the anniversary of our ever most dear Betsie’s death.,
